Hijack negotiations expected to start with Cuba 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e United States expects to 
begin indirect negotiations with Cuba on a broad 
agreement to foil hijackers this week, possibly on 
Wednesday, State Department officials said today. 
The officials reported that Cuban authorities have pro­ 
posed that the talks begin on Wednesday and the State 
Department informed the Swiss Embassy here to tell its 
diplomats in Havana to proceed at their earliest 
convenience. The Swiss handle U.S. diplomatic contacts 
with Cuba. 


The 
indirect 
exchanges 
will 
renew 
U.S.-Cuban 
negotiations of 1969 and 1970 on a possible hijacking 
accord which became stalemated. Those earlier nego- 


iiaiiuns, and the negotiations to begin shortly, were 
carried on by Swiss diplomats in Havana. 
Cuba has become increasingly annoyed and concerned 
about the continuing hijackings from the United States to 
its territory. In a diplomatic note Oct. 30 and in a Havana 
Radio broadcast Nov. 15 the Cuban government signalled 
its desire to reopen negotiations with the United States. 
It was understood that the Cuban Foreign Ministry has 
already developed a number of draft proposals for the 
consideration of the United States. 
Swiss diplomats will receive these proposals and 
forward them to Washington. The Swiss diplomats will 
also seek any necessary clarifications and serve as a 
pipeline to transm it American proposals or counter­ 


proposals. 
The 1969-1970 talks broke down over the Cuban 
insistence that any agreement to return American 
hijackers to the United States should be coupled with an 
American commitment to return to Cuba people who flee 
illegally to the United States. In the last six years, U.S. 
officials said, 3,000 Cubans have fled to the United States 
in small boats and rafts to seek political asylum. 


In a related development, the State Department 
spokesman, Charles W. Bray 111, announced Monday that 
Cuban authorities have declined to return the hijackers 
of a Southern Airways jetliner. The Cubans stated that 
the hijackers could not be returned because they are to 
be tried in Cuba “on certain charges, including extortion 


in various forms. ’ 
Officials here explained that the Cuban extortion 
charge involved the hijackers efforts to obtain jet fuel 
through force. 
“ We have noted the Cuban government’s statement of 
its intention to bring the hijackers of the Southern 
Airlines plane before a Cuban court for trial and hope 
that this step will serve to deter others in the American 
hijacking 
com m unity,” 
the 
State 
Departm ent 
spokesman said. 


The spokesman said that Cuban authorities so far have 
declined to return the $2 million ransom provided by 
Southern Airways, saying that it would be turned over to 
the court which will try the hijackers. 


Chamberlain

Chamberlain, 36, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Goleta Valley 
Community Hospital at 12:35 a.m.

Patrol said the accident occurred at 
11:50 p.m. between Dos Pueblos 
Ranch area and El Capitan Beach. 
The CHP said Chamberlain was 
southbound on Highway 101 when he 
lost control of his car, swerving into 
the center divider and into the 
northbound lanes of travel. 
Officers speculated he may have 
fallen asleep at the wheel of the 
vehicle. 
Investigation 
showed 
Chamberlain had been attending a 
religious meeting in the Peppertree 
Motor Inn in Santa Barbara. The 
CHP officers speculated he left the 
meeting apparently headed in a 
northerly 
direction 
for Lompoc 
w hen 
he 
re m e m b e re d 
an 
appointment he had with someone 
who was attending the religious 
meeting. That would account for 
Chamberlain’s 
car 
being 
in 
a 
southerly direction at the time of 
the fatal accident. 
The CHP said the individual in 
question told officers he had an 
appointment with Chamberlain but 
that the minister never arrived.

Chamberlain 
came to Lompoc about two years 
ago to take over the pulpit of Valley 
Chapel at 125 North N St. He and his 
wife Janet lived at 4067 Capella Dr., 
Vandenberg Village.

Bagley, R-San Rafael, said if P etris’ 
amendments were accepted “ we’d 
blow the package skyhigh and all 
we’d have is a puff of feathers.” 
M oretti, 
also

said 
the 
amendments would “ rewrite the 
whole bill.” 
“ If we were to agree, there’s no 
possible way we could get a (big 
enough) 
vote in either hou.se,’, 
Moretti declared. 
While the committee met, the 
Senate narrowly passed, 21-15, a 
$575 million school 
finance bill 
which supporters said would comply 
“ reasonab^ well” with the state 
Supreme Court’s historic Serrano 
decision. It would also provide a 
“ modest” amount of property tax 
relief.

The two sides entered a white 
stucco red-roofed villa belonging to 
the French Communist party to 
begin their negotiations. 
Kissinger has said one more round 
of negotiations would be enough to 
wrap up the ceasefire agreement, 
but there were mounting indications 
from Saigon of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu’s dissatisfaction with the 
course of events. 
There were hints that he might 
dispatch an envoy to Paris to look in 
on the negotiations and there were 
hints that he might be sending a 
personal letter to President Nixon 
once more outlining his opposition to 
certain term s of the agreement. 
Kissinger arrived 
in a 
black 
Cadillac embassy car and waved to 
some 50 newsmen gathered by the 
wall around the house, formerly 
owned by French artist Fernand 
Leger. 
The newsmen shouted questions 
but Kissinger only smiled as he 


drove through nine-feet-high green 
metal gates. 
Wearing a gray suit and carrying a 
white raincoat, he got out of his auto 
to shake hands with Vietnamese 
officials, 
then 
turned, 
smiling 
brightly, and pointed to the milling 
journalists.

Reagan w ants direct control of spending antipoverty funds 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —Gov Ronald Reagan has asked 
the Nixon administratioon to give the state direct control of 
purse strings which regulate the expenditure of $78 million 
a year in federal antipoverty funds. 
The governor, long a critic of the administration of 
economic opportunity programs for the poor, made the 
request Monday in a letter to Phillip V Sanchez, director of 
the federal Office of Economic Opportunity. 
Reagan said such a shift would eliminate cumbersome 
red tape, and make antipoverty programs at the 
community 
level 
more 
"responsible” 
and 
more 
"accountable" for their actions. 


Aides toiu newsmen ihe proposed revision would affect 
"community action projects” such as Operation Headstart 
and employment programs but would not deal with 
federally-financed legal services such as the California 
Rural Legal Assistance, a Reagan foe in many court cases. 
Currently, 
antipoverty 
funds 
are allocated 
from 
Washington through a regional federal bureaucracy 
directly to local antipoverty agencies. The governor has no 
direct say over their allocation but can veto them after the 
funds are authorized 
Under Reagan’s request, California, in effect, would 
receive a block grant of roughly $78 million each year and 


would determine how the funds would be spent with the 
advice of poverty agencies, the League of California cities 
and the Association of County Supervisors. 
At a news conference, Edwin Meese, the governor s 
executive assistant, said Reagan believed such a proposal 
to be consistent with President Nixon’s "concept of new 
federalism." 


Meese said the proposal would "knock out” federal 
participation in the affairs of local antipoverty projects at 
both the Washington and regional level and would more 
fully involve the state and local governments. 


unuci ncd&an j» proposal, the funds would be distributed 
to the local poverty projects by the state Office of 
Economic Opportunity, which would decide 
which 
programs received how much money. 
Meese said there was a probability' that there would be 
fewer community action projects. Currently, there are 42 
Community Action Agencies and 72 related programs 
which administer local antipoverty funds 
Robert B. Hawkins Jr., state economic opportunity 
director, said directors of the community action projects 
had endorsed the goals of Reagan’s proposal but had not 
voted directly on the request of Sanchez. 


Two U.S. jets lost over N. Vietnam 


SAIGON 
(UPI) 
—The U.S. 
command today 
reported the loss of two American F4 Phantom jets 
over North Vietnam in the past 24 hours. The two 
crewmen of one plane were killed and the other two 
were rescued from the Gulf of Tonkin. 


The first Phantom was hit Monday night by a 
Soviet-built surface-to-air missile. The pilot coaxed 
his crippled plane out over the Gulf of Tonkin and a 
helicopter fished him and his bombardier-navigator 
out of the sea unhurt 80 miles southeast of Hanoi. 
The second plane crashed of unexplained causes 
while returning to its base at Udorn, Thailand, from a 
mission over North Vietnam. The plane crashed 40 
miles east of Udorn. A command spokesman said he 
did not know whether the plane had been hit by North 


Vietnamese antiaircraft fire. The pilot had not 
reported any damage. 
Viet Cong gunners bombarded the big air base at Da 
Nang with nine 122mm rockets today in an attack that 
killed a civilian and wounded 12 others Besides those 
killed and wounded in the actual attack, one American 
airman and a Vietnamese military policeman on the 
base were injured scrambling for cover. Six rockets 
hit the base and three more struck Vietnamese 
dwellings nearby. 
Bad weather again restricted American jet fighter- 
bomber raids against North Vietnam to fewer than 50. 
However. B52 heavv bombers which fly above the 
weather carried out a near-record 12 missions of 
about three planes each over the North, or about 36 
sorties for an overall total of about 80 for all U.S. 
planes.

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Light measuring breakthrough 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The National 
Bureau of Standards today reported a 
"breakthrough 
in measurement of the 
speed of light which it said opens the 
possibility for i 1000-fold increase in the 
number of frequency bands available for 
communications. 
Involved is laser light, a particularly 
pure form of electromagnetic radiation 
which promises vastly more channels than 
the 
limited 
number 
of 
radio 
and 
microwave 
frequency 
bands 
now 
so 
strictly allocated 
for communications 
purposes. 
The breakthrough, as NBS called it, 
came when scientists at the bureau’s 
Boulder, Colo., laboratories measured the 
speed of light more accurately than ever 


oeiore. 
They arrived at a new speed figure of 
186,282.3960 miles a second, plus or minus 
3.6 feet a second The new value, NBS said, 
is 100 times more accurate than the one 
that had been accepted for the past 15 
years. 


The Boulder scientists worked with a 
laser whose frequency had been stabilized 
to prevent unwanted shifts. They then 
measured the frequency by the most 
accurate standard available—oscillations 
of the cesium atom—and the wave length 
by best current length standard, the wave 
length of krypton. 
Multiplying the frequency and wave 
length figures thus derived gave them the 
new value for the speed of light. 


What to do about Elks ruling? 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) 
— Oregon’s top elected 
officials deferred a decision 
today on whether to appeal 
a federal court ruling lifting 
the Elks’ tax exemption in 
the state because of their 
"whites only” membership 
policy. 


Gov. Tom McCall said he 
would have to confer with 
Attorney 
General 
Lee 
Johnson about the state’s 
position —a 
political 
dilemna which was bound to 
anger 
either 
fraternal 
organization members or 
racial minorities. 


"We cannot say at this 
time whether the state will 
appeal," said Charles H. 
Mack, 
director 
of 
the 
Oregon 
Department 
of 
Revenue, the defendant in 
the suit decided Monday by 
a three-judge panel. 


The federal court ruled 
the state could not grant tax 
exemptions 
to the Elks 
because the organization’s 
membership rules violate 
the U.S. Constitution. 
"By accepting the state’s 
generosity, the Elks Lodge 
is obligated to comply with 
the equal protection clause 


of the 14th Amendment,” 
the decision said. "And the 
state is under duty to ensure 
that the lodge meets this 
obligation." 
Attorneys said appeals 
filed with the U.S. Supreme 
Court by a Portland Elks 
Lodge and a group called 
Oregon 
Non-Profit 
Organizations, Inc., put a 
cloud over the ruling and 
they were not sure when it 
would take effect. The Elks 
and 
Oregon 
Non-Profit 
appealed decisions that they 
could not intervene in the 
case because they tried to 
intercede too late. 


Priests accuse British troops 


BELFAST (UPI) -Sixty-five Roman 
Catholic priests accused British troops 
Monday of shooting and degrading innocent 
persons in their zeal to suppress religous 
and political turmoil which has taken 635 
lives in three years. 
A British army spokesman denied the 
charge. 


The accusation came on a day when 
three more men died —two of them British 
soldiers killed when a bomb exploded in an 
empty farmhouse five miles from the Irish 
Republic border. The third victim was a 
taxi driver who died of wounds suffered in 
shooting one month ago. 


"Innocent 
and 
unarmed 
civilians, 
regardless of sex or age, are being shot by

Kranig’s last catch

It was always an ambition of Boh Kranig 
to catch a sailfish and have it mounted. 
Recently, on a fishing trip to Mazatlan, 
Mexico, he realized that ambition - only for 
it to be anti-climactic. 
Mazatlan, 
located 
off 
the 
gulf 
of 
California, is a popular area for deep sea 
fishing. Bob and his wife Pat spent a 
week’s vacation there with two other 
Lompoc couples, Francis, Jr., and Beverly 
Beattie and Mike and Marg Renault. 
They (the men and Pat), fished two days. 
"I won’t keep any more (sailfish),” said 
Bob last week "An ambition of mine was 
to catch and mount a sailfish But next 
time I will throw them back in.” 
What Bob hadn’t counted on, although he 
has always fished for sport, was how a 
sailfish looks only a few minutes after its 
death. Before death the sailfish is a 
beautiful fish, he said. 


“It is blue and silver, indescribable 
colors,” he described. 
But 
the 
sailfish 
looks 
profoundly 
different after death. 
To catch a sailfish off the waters of 
Mazatlan, Bob chartered a 40 foot boat. 
The cost, which ranges from $65 to $100 and 
includes tackle, depends on what boat 
landing you approach. 
With a 7 a.m. departure time, the boat 
taxies out with your party and its captain 
and mates. A mate baits your hook with a 


whole small fish called a mullet. It is about 
10 inches long 
After the mate throws your line over and 
feeds it out, with the mullet at its end. you 
sit in one of the three fighting chairs of the 
boat. Here, not strapped in, you wait for a 
sailing fish to hit and swallow the mullet 
along with the hook 
November is a late time of the year to 
fish for sailfish and it is an early time for 
marlin. However, Bob caught two sailfish 
himself and saw a marlin catch by 
someone else. Besides sailfish, Bob’s party 
caught dolphin and a bonita (by P a t). 
"Sailfish are spectacular fighters. They 
do most of their fighting on top of the 
w ater,” emphasized Bob. 
He explained that it takes only 20 
minutes to bring in a sailfish weighing 92 
pounds and 8 feet long like the one he 
reeled in. 
" It’s a busy 20 minutes. When you get 
him in you don’t want to catch another one 
right away.” 
When the sailfish is brought into the boat 
close enough, a mate wearing gloves pulls 
the sailfish in from the steel leader and 
grabs the sailfish by his long spear like 
beak. Using his fish persuader (a club), the 
mate subdues the big fish. 
It is soon after this action that the 
sailfish dies, and his beautiful colors of 
silver and blue suddenly change. The 
sailfish turns gray, then black. 
Bob thought, " It’s a waste of a beautiful 
fish and they have no food value.”

I ’d like 
to have played it on Tuesday to get it 
over with. 
“ We got beat real bad. I didn’t 
think we’d do that poor, but we did.

Salmon hide out 


By M. C. Cockshott 


The end of the salmon season came to an inglorious 
finale, with only a few fish being caught. It would appear 
that the Chinooks were slowly awakening to a sense of auty, 
but keeping on the safe side, until after the closing day. 
With the storm, all fishing came to an end, and the whole 
week was a dead end as far as sea fishing. However, as we 
write this column, the sun is trying to get out, and the 
weekend mav be a bit more productive. 
Marine biologists of the DFG have located a huge 
concentration of anchovies off the Mexican coast, between 
San Carlos Point and Cedros Island. The fish were 
distributed almost continuously in a band 55 miles long and 
at least 10 miles wide. It was the largest concentration of 
anchovies ever found by the DFG in Mexican waters, 
although similar large schools have been found off the 
Southern California coast. Most of the schools were located 
over bottom depths of 100 to 900 fathoms, and from 90 to 130 
fathoms from the surface in daylight hours. Most of the 
schools were large, with some probably containing more 
than 300 tons of fish 
Sampling determined that the anchovies belong to a 
southern species which grows to less than 5 inches, and is 
not suitable for canning. However it is an excellent forage 
fish and a very welcome addition to the live bait situation if 
and when they come closer to the California coast. 
Landings of some 15,584 tons of anchovies in California 
waters were reported by the DFG. The seasonal total so far 
comprised 2,135 tons from the northern area, and 13,449 
tons in the south. Annual quotas are 10,000 tons in the north, 
and 100,000 tons in the south. It was reported that the 
demand for live bait was down, and fishermen are having 
little trouble meeting commitments as anchovies are 
plentiful in all areas. 
A Marine Sportfishing Improvement Project has been 
launched this month by the DFG. Primary goals of the 
project are to provide fishing opportunities and public 
information along the California coastline, and to explore 
all avenues of improving the existing fishing. 
First step, according to the DFG is to make a survey of 
the coast from Mexico to Point Arguello and compile maps. 
Also included will be information on diving and clamming, 
recreational guides, which will provide information on 
catching, cleaning, and preparing fish. A far reaching and 
soul inspiring project, that one would think has been 
published in many handbooks and sportsfishing brochures. 
However a nice study for the winter months that will no 
doubt give a much needed shot in the arm to what the 
average angler does not know about fishing. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Conditions here quiet to say the least. The storm hit most 
spots and angling was at a standstill in many areas. 
Nacimiento Lake reports that, in spite of frequent showers, 
those who braved the elements were well rewarded. Good 
numbers of white bass have been taken, with some tripping 
the scales at 2^4 pounds. 
Crappie fishing somewhat slow, with those with "crappie 
know how” scoring. Black bass fishing good but size is 
down. Fish aren't exceeding 2 pounds, so anglers are 
concentrating on the white bass. 
Water level rising as much as 6” in 24 hours, with one 48 
hour period showing 2% foot rise. 
GOLDFISH 
With regard to the goldfish in Lopez Lake, we have had an 
answer to our letter to the Director of the DFG, saying a 
lot, but conveying little constructive information. We quote 
exerpts from his letter. 
He says a survey was made and goldfish found in the lake. 
Also the survey (how they love the word) found bluegill and 
black crappie present! 
It is the experience of the DFG that seining will not cause 
any reduction of rough fish, but that the electro fishing 
apparatus caught many gold fish. Utilizing German Brown 
trout as we suggested, would cause a heavy predation of 
existing 
and 
future 
rainbow 
population. 
They 
are 
evaluating the value of white bass in other lakes as to their 
effect on other species, but apparently they have to have 
thread fin shad to eat. 
The DFG, he says, is looking into all data on the lake and 
hopes to make a decision if the fishery should manage for 
trout only or a combination fishery! Here is the prize 
remark: ‘‘To summarize, there are no methods whereby 
any one or more species of undesirable fish may be 
controlled without chemical treatment. When Lopez is 
drawn to a small pool, we will certainly consider chemical 
treatment at that time. 
And so we either get very thirsty or have a nice goldfish 
bowl in our area! He did however agree that he would 
consider my suggestion that channel catfish be stocked, if it 
is to be a '•«rnhmation lake.

and 
his 
attorneys, Walter Lehman 
and Richard J. Beamish III, 
asked U.S. District Court to 
award $50 million in actual 
damages and $150 million in 
punitive damages. 
The suit charges that a 
standard clause in NFL con- 
tracts 
provides 
that 
payment of a player while 
he is injured is deemed to be 
an 
advance 
on

workman’s 
compensation 
payments he might receive. 
It 
charges 
that

compensation checks are 
mailed directly to the teams 
who "direct, demand and

The suit quotes Florida

"Compensation ... shall be 
paid periodically, promptly 
in the usual manner and to 
the persons entitled.”

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Pete Valla as bean farmer 


("You don't have to go to Reno or Las Vegas to gamble. 


Pete Valla, Buellton Road, is a professional gambler 
who doesn't deal in cards or dice. The elements of his 
game are weather and marketing. 
Pete is a bean farmer, one of about 50 bean farmers 
who sow and reap in the Lompoc-Jalama - Santa Rosa - 
Santa Rita - areas, which represents nearly 5,000 acres 
of land farmed yearly. However, Pete is a gambler 
among bean farmers; he dry farms. 
“You don’t have to go to Reno and Las Vegas to 
gamble. You just have to go into farming. You have all 
kinds of odds,’’ he pointed out last week. 
The odds, Pete said, vary with weather and marketing 
conditions. 
Will enough rain fall for spring planting? “ You must 
have a certain amount of moisture in the ground to grow 
beans.” 
Will the sun shine too hot during the summer? “ Hot 
days are harmful to the crop. It will burn the blossoms 
and pods off the plants.” 
Will too much rain fall at harvest time? “You must get 
them (the beans) out of the ground before the heavy 
rains. Because the beans will spoil and mold in the sacks 
if they have more than 18 per cent moisture.” 
Will beans sell high or low on the market this year? 
“You have to take what you can get. You can't name 
your own price. That’s where supply and demand comes 
in.” 
Unfortunately, as a dry farmer Pete has been losing or 
breaking even for the last two vears. So have the other 
bean farmers who dry farm. Weather has been no lady. 
“The crop was very poor this year,’ 
he simply 
reported. 
During the 1972 harvest year, which is presently 
ending, Pete reaped l xk sacks of garbanzo beans per acre 
from his sub-leased 180 acres of land. A normal yield 
ranges 8 to 10 sacks per acre, said Pete. 


This low production represents a 2-3 loss of his yearly 
income. Pete, who has a wife and family, accredits his 
bad luck to good weather and deer which ate fifty acres. 
“ Hell, I shoot at them (deer). Then I said the hell 
with them, let’m eat,” he revealed in a defeated tone. 
The deer, however, kind of added insult to injury. For 
Pete knew the crop would be poor even before he planted 
last spring. There were no February or March rains. 


Dry farmers, as opposed to farmers who irrigate, 
depend solely on ram to water their crops. In the Lompoc 
area, large lima, garbanzo, small whites; and various 
seed beans are grown. Mostly large lima and garbanzo 
beans are dry farmed.

planting or not planting. The deal he has with his 
landlord is that they split the crop, no matter what the 
yield. Pete keeps 2-3 of the crop and his landlord receives 
1-3 as rental fee. 
If Pete had a choice he may have not planted beans 
last spring. Many Lompoc dry farmers did not plant. 
Jim Rizzoli, 3636 Rucker Road, farms in partners with 
his uncle, Emilio Rizzoli. They decided to forego 
planting 140 acres of garbanzo beans. The decision meant 
a 3-4 income loss for Jim and his wife this year. 
“It hurt,” said Jim. To supplement his partial income 
of cow breeding, he harvested walnuts. 
Last year Bruce Holloway, Campbell Road, dry 
farmed 150 acres of garbanzo beans, harvesting two 
sacks per acre. That was his worst year. 
This year he just didn’t plant. Instead he worked the 
soil, saving the moisture for next year’s planting, hoping 
for big rains come spring 1973. 
There were other Lompoc dry farmers who did not 
plant this year; Joe Cabral Jr., Ted Bisi, Joe Machado, 
the Silva brothers. 
Instead they either worked the soil or planted sudan 
grass for feed for their cattle. Most bean farmers own a 
small herd of cattle which they breed and sell the calves 
for income. 
Pete has about 35 head. 
Pete and other dry farmers are not as fortunate as 
many other bean farmers who have wells located on the 
property they either own or lease. These bean farmers, 
not dependent on rain, pre-irrigate the soil and irrigate 
the crops with well water. 
According to Cliff Taylor, manager of the Lompoc 
Ware house Corporation, 119 W. Laurel Ave., irrigated 
bean crops produced high yields this year. 
Many bean farmers, like Bruce Holloway, Gerald 
Dutra and the Silva brothers, farm using both systems, 
dry farming and irrigation. Consequently, they do not 
experience total losses in beans in a year, only a 
percentage which can range close to half of their 
income. 
Some bean farmers, like Pete, can only dry farm. 
A compensation for Pete is that garbanzo beans, as 
well as large limas, are selling very high this year on the 
open market, about 30 cents per pound in a low market 
year these same beans can sell tor as little as 11 cents a 
pound. 
The prices of 1972 are high because of a bean shortage 
caused by low yields of the last two harvest years and 
this year, Pete said. 
If it wasn’t for that he would be losing money instead 
of breaking even this winter. — S.T.

Although efforts have been made to 
connect totem pole art with earlier 
totemic 
carvings 
in 
the 
south 
Pacific 
and 
other 
regions, 
the 
practice apparently did not begin 
until the late 18th century. European 
and American travelers visiting the 
area from 1774 to 1794 reported 
widespread carving of house fronts 
and interior beams, but the first 
totem pole was not described until 
1791. 
The 
poles, 
using 
interlocking 
symbols, convey a biolgraphical 
record 
commemorating 
specific 
achievements. 
The 
totems 
are 
believed to be the product of the 
complex sociological structure of 
the tribes, identifying specific clans. 
Unfortunately, 
little has been 
done to preserve the historic poles. 
The damp climate, dry rot, and 
forest fires have taken a heavy toll.

that 
a 
candidate who leads his 
party to a 49-state defeat 
must be made to suffer for 
it. Let one candidate get 
away with something like 
that and it will encourage 
other losers to run for 
President. 
When a man fails in his 
bid for the White House 
there is no choice but to 
make an example of him. 
But 
although 
swift 
retribution is indicated, it 
should take some form that 
is consistent with civilized 
conduct. 


In parts of Asia, where 
civilizations are older than 
our own, losers are excised 
with 
surgical 
neatness. 
You’ll recall that after one 
election in Southeast Asia a 
few years ago, the winner 
jailed the candidate who ran 
against him. 
I'm not suggesting our 
losing candidates should be 
incarcerated. But leaving 
their fates in the hands of 
winning 
candidates 
has 
much to recommend it. 
A winning candidate in the 
days immediately following 
an election is full of good 
cheer and bonhomie. In that 
mood, he is apt to be 
compassionate toward his 
former opponent. 
By contrast, the practice 
in this country is to let 
members of the defeated 
candidate's own party deal 
with him in their own way.

Members of the losing 
party are certain to be 
surly, hostile and vengeful 
as a result of the election 
returns. 
Throwing 
the

postelection 
meeting. 
Already there is dark talk of 
purges and reprisals against 
officials connected with the 
McGovern campaign. 
Technically, George Mc­ 
Govern did not lead the 
Democrats to defeat. 
Since 
they 
are 
the 
majority party, and can 
only lose an election by 
defection, 
it 
is 
more 
accurate 
to 
say 
the 
Democrats led McGovern to 
defeat. 
That is not the view other 
Democratic 
leaders 
are 
taking, however. 


If 
M c G o v e r n ’s 
punishment were left up to 
President Nixon, here are 
some of the more humane 
ways he could be made to 
atone for his defeat; 
—Require him to make a 
six-month study of the Vice 
Presidency 
and 
prepare 
recommendations 
for 
upgrading that office. 
—Appoint him as one of 
the U. S. delegates to the 
United Nations 
—Send him on a fact­ 
finding mission to Latin 
America. 
—Make him a member of 
a Presidential commission 
to investigate public school 
transportation.

Fighting crime 


Between 1960 and 1968 serious crim e had 
increased more than 120 per cent in the 
United States. Many feared that the rule of 
law in this nation was near a breakdown. 
The federal government’s response was 
what Richard G. Kleindienst, Attorney 
General of the United States, calls an 
adaptation of the aerospace industry's 
“total systems approach.” It covered 
enforcement, courts and corrections, and 
a “ much broader commitment to combat 
the 
long-term 
breeders 
of 
crime 
— 
p o v e r t y , 
d i s a d v a n t a g e 
and 
discrimination." 
Illuminating this latter approach is the 
fact, Kleindienst pointed out, that of the 
1973 budget, 43 per cent is going for 
development of human resources through 
such departments as Health Education and 
Welfare 
and 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development, compared to 32 per cent for 
defense. 
Just 
the 
reverse 
of 
these

percentages existed in 1968. 
Applied directly to the nation’s ‘‘crim e 
capital,” Washington, D.C., the Justice 
D epartm ent’s 
program , 
passed 
by 
Congress in 1970, decreased crim e there 
more than 26 per cent in the first half of 
1972, compared to the same period in 1971. 
The 
war 
on 
organized 
crim e 
and 
narcotics is by no means won, but ‘‘for the 
first tim e we have these enem ies of 
society on the defense.” And as the 
Attorney General said: ‘‘Criminal justice 
is not only a matter of apprehending a 
suspect and giving him a fair trial but also 
of deterring others by the promise of swift 
court action. 
‘‘As we give new strength to these links 
in our total system , we will make still 
more decisive inroads against crim e in 
this country.” 
An encouraging prospect, indeed. 


Will to work 


There have been vague protests in

a g a i n s t 
shoddy 
workmanship, absenteeism, and the 
weakening of the will to work, but 
now 
it

formal 
preoccupation

American 
business, which recently convened, 
under the sponsorship of “Industry 
Week”, four or five experts on the 
subject, stuck them in front of 
television cameras for four or five 
hours, and gave them an opportunity

leaders around the 
country. As usual,

emerged. But inter­ 
esting things were 
said. 
Mr. Robert Townsend was there 
with his Catherine wheel. You will 
remember him as the man who put 
Avis on the map as No. 2, went on to 
write 
the 
bestseller, 
“Up 
The 
Organization ’, and nowadays does 
consulting 
work, 
and 
writes 
fireeating book reviews for the New 
York Times at the expense of 
American business, which he thinks 
is corrupt and going to the dogs. The 
reason people don’t work better, he 
says, is because the organization of 
American business is crazy. Here 
are some of his prescriptions: 
The boss. He should be constantly 
with the workers. So important is 
this that the paraphernalia of The 
Boss should be entirely removed. He 
shouldn’t have a mahogany office, 
shouldn t 
have 
a 
limousine, 
shouldn t have a space reserved 
outside the office for his car, 
shouldn t be addressed by anything 
but his first name, and shouldn’t 
receive a salary more than five 
times that of the least of the 
employees. 
For all 
intents and 
purposes, that means his salary 
should not be in excess of $25,000. 
What happens then? Well sir, what 
happens then is that morale is very 
high, 
people 
have 
a 
sense 
of 
participation 
in 
the 
business. 
Anyone is allowed to apply for any 
job Absenteeism all but disappears, 
absit mvidia, and the problem is 
pretty well solved.

N a t i o n a l 
A s s o c i a t i o n 
of 
Manufacturers 
objected 
on

someone is going to bid him away. 
It’s okay, if there is someone around 
to replace him, but people who are 
successful bosses are not that easy 
to find. I wonder who is nowadays 
the boss at Avis. 
Professor William Gomberg of 
the 
Wharton 
School 
at 
the 
University of Pennsylvania stressed 
the worker’s view, and reiterated 
the general 
hostility, 
now 
well 
acknowledged, to the idea of the 
assembly line, which was pretty 
much killed off by Charlie Chaplin in 
his famous movie. 
There are very new approaches 
now to manufacturing. They stress 
joint 
endeavor, 
and 
there 
are 
exciting case histories around of 
business whose productivity has 
increased by his formula. 
Professor Gomberg went on to say 
a very interesting thing, to wit that 
labor 
unions 
are 
ontologically 
monopolistic, that if you take away 
from their monopoly privileges, 
really they have nothing left to 
offer. He challenged one participant 
to come up with the name of a single 
successful labor union which was 
not a monopoly, and said contestant 
failed. 
Very 
interesting. 
Labor 
unions, 
said Mr. Gomberg, are 
regulated only when they discover 
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'W h at happens during a period of peace? 
How should I know?" 


that, at a certain point in the graph, 
they press their demands at the 
expense of their own members. But 
they should be expected to press 
their demands exactly that far. 
Professor 
Frederick 
Herzberg 
stressed 
the 
shifting 
notion 
of 
obligation. Once it was everywhere 
assumed 
that to justify oneself 
before God, before one’s family, and 
before one’s countrymen, one was 
obliged to work hard and long. That 
is substantially eroded. There hasn’t 
been, however, a correlative erosion 
in 
the 
notion 
of 
s o c ie t y ’s 
responsibility to the individual, so 
that the old tensions, between the 
demands of the individual and the 
intractabilities of nature, don’t quite 
come forward with the wealth- 
making razzmatazz of yore. 
We have got to discover ways to 
stimulate the old ethos, as Bertie 
Wooster would say: and nobody has 
quite done it yet, and probably 
nobody is going to do it, as lassitude 
beckons.

for 
so c ie tie s 
that 
cop-out, 
but 
particularly sorry for individuals 
within those societies who have 
energy and ideas to burn. What will 
they do? They won’t be permitted to 
bum the midnight oil, because that 
would cause pollution.

The only fly in the sticky ointment 
was the citation I got in the mail.

five isn’t bad enough they say they 
are penalizing me again! This is 
insult on top of injury. After getting 
my

temperature again I remembered 
that one of the kids had said 
something once about a fee for 
driver’s training being tacked on to 
every fine. Well, why not say so? 
Now here’s my suggestion for the 
Justice Court in Lompoc. 


Wouldn’t

relations if this part of the letter 
were re-phrased to read this way? 
“ Bail has been set in this case in the 
amount of blank plus a small fee of 
Iblank for the Driver’s Education 
Program.’’ This is probably what 
Sect. 42050 of the Vehicle Code is, 
but who knows it? No one would 
object to having the money go to 
training better drivers, but I’ll bet a 
lot of them object to feeling that 
they are getting a fine on top of a 
fine. 


My suggestion is that the Judicial 
District scrap that letter and print 
up a new one, being more gentle 
with the victims's sensitivities. The

Inside on 'outdoors7 


Parents, 
teachers 
and 
other 
volunteer 
personnel 
are 
going 
forward with plans to build an 
outdoor 
classroom 
on 
several 
unused acres at La Mesa School. 
The project has been talked about 
here and elsewhere, but it’s on its 
way to becoming a reality according 
to Bruce McNeil, school principal. 
McNeil has been working with a 
cadre of concerned parents and with 
such professionals as Bob Long, 
district soil conservationist. 
McNeil wants to 
make it clear that 
the 
project 
is 
a 
grassroots variety. 
He gives full credit 
to people as Mr. and 
Mrs. Roger Hughes, 
Mrs. Dale Harris, 
Mrs. Ronald Doig, 
Mrs. 
Robert Lee, 
Mrs. 
John 
Hart­ 
man, 
Miss 
Linda 
Nordgren and Mrs. 
Roy Berg 
McNeil said the project is a fine 
grassroots effort and when you can 
find that kind of community interest 
in education you should pick it up 
and help it along 
As readers know you can get 
terribly complicated when you talk 
about outdoor classrooms. McNeil 
and the others, however, are going 
to keep it simple. They hope to 
create an outdoor preserve for the 
study 
of 
California’s 
various 
habitats: 
mountain, 
desert, 
woodland. 
First phase to be completed by the 
end of June 1973 — and the activists 
say it will be created with little or 
no cost to the district — consists of 
an upper woodland area around an 
amphitheater, with trees, shrubs, 
wildflowers 
and 
grasses. 
The 
community builders will also begin 
a nature trail and lay out a pond 


area preparatory to construction in 
the next phase to begin in fiscal year 
1973-74. 
The second phase consists of pond 
construction in the fall of next year, 
the development of the nature trail 
program and the construction of a 
chaparral area. 
McNeil and the others concede 
there have been problems, but vow 
that everything will fall into place. 
The pond for example is one of the 
thorniest 
issues 
because 
of 
maintenance 
and 
insurance 
for 
liability. This will also be solved, 
key officials in the Vandenberg 
Village area assure me. 
Another 
problem 
is 
that 
of 
maintenance 
especially 
during 
summer months. McNeil said the 
parents have plans for solving the 
problem on a roster basis with 
everyone helping 
There is no thought of failure but 
McNeil said this week, that even if 
the outdoor classroom was not 
continued after a few years, most of 
the plants and trees would continue 
on their own without any care. 
Some time ago, maybe a matter of 
years, a survey was made of outdoor 
classrooms in general and school 
personnel 
thought the cost was 
prohibitive. 
Instead 
the 
district 
turned its collective sights on a 
nature trail project at Ken Adam 
Park on Lompoc - Casmalia Road 
Plants and trees have little labels 
spelling out scientific names and 
those who have visited there come 
away delighted 
Despite the excellence of the trail 
however, 
it has not caught on 
apparently 
as 
a 
resource 
for 
classroom 
use 
This may 
have 
changed in the past few months, but 
that was one assessment before that 
time interval. 
Anyway plans go forward. The 
prime movers are preparing for the 


visit 
of 
John 
Dowdakin, 
chu 
forester for the central coast are 
with headquarters 
in 
Monterej 
Dowdakin is expected to aid in th 
election and acquisition of mountai 
plants and trees.
